Very interesting question. A typical Liaison aircraft radio setup would 
have been the AVT-15A Transmitter, AVA-120 Antenna Reel and an AVR-20A 
Reciever. However, the Stinson Reliants were typically civilian 
aircraft taken over by the military and designated UC-81 and UC-81A 
through UC-81N omitting I and M suffixes. They were used for general 
utility transport duties. The only Reliants manufactured during the war 
were designated AT-19 and were for assignement to the British as 
navigation trainers for the Royal Navy. They were manufactured in 1942 
and 1943. 


It is easy to surmise that the British aircraft would have had the then 
standard in the ETO VHF radio equipment most probably of British 
manufacture. On the other hand, the aircraft used by the USAAF most 
likely would have had minimal radio equipment used in the Department of 
the Interior. That would have been a LF receiver for navigation and for 
receiving control towers and a HF transmitter for talking to control 
towers. A single Command Set receiver and Transmitter would probably be 
a good bet although the earlier radios would also be a good bet since 
they tended to be found in non-combat aircraft. With the AN range 
system, nothing but a LF receiver was necessary for navigation. 


A pre-war civilan radio would probably be the absolute best bet. 
There is probably someone on the list that knows a lot more about it 
than I do and can give you some more specific information. Lacking 


that, I would go with the Command setup since you have a good chance of 
finding the stuff you need.

The phone is indeed another matter. It is a remote ground voltage reaching 
into your house, and in event of a lightning discharge, it may be thousands 
of volts above or below your local ground, and is a serious danger. For 
this reason, in power stations they use isolation transformers on the 
telephone circuits to keep everything in the control room at the same 
potential. The telephone circuits are indeed higher resistance, but not 
enough to save you.
